I have maue a separate file of this under "AttOf*;y. H I don t think it is worth 
tho time of either of us to go over it but if you desire, I will. But I won t the 

time to write it. It isn’t worth it. And I have no de:lrw to fight with eitfier of t)iexa. 

I’d rather ignore both to the degree I can. When I consider tliat Cyril is sup oaed to be 
this great expert and Bob spent all that time proponing to rielp him, including annoying me 
to the point whero I almost lop,*xl off a thumb, it ia a bit too much. 

Di iiaio’s partisanship is obvious. We are indebted to Cyril and Bon for this 
b ing possible.
